2. Claims 1-7, 9-19, 21-31 and 33-46 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
claimed invention recited in the independent claims define a method, apparatus and 
article of manufacture of providing security for a computer connected to a data store via 
a server using authentication keys. The prior art of record, Stallings and Bryant 
discloses a similar invention, however, neither Stallings nor Bryant teach or suggest 
generating an authentication key based on a user name, a computer identifier and a 
server user identifier, whereby the authentication key, the user name and the computer 
identifier are received by a computer; the authentication key is parsed, and if the parsed 
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user name and parsed computer identifier matches the received user name and 
received computer identifier, then the parsed server user name is used to access a 
datastore via the server; further, the authentication key is replace by a new 
authentication key based on the user name, computer identifier and an updated server 
user name when the server user name and/or a server password is changed. For these 
reasons claims 1-7, 9-19, 21-31 and 33-46 are allowed.
